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Court rules gun makercan be sued overNewlown shooting 


HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 

Gun-makerRemington can 
be sued over how it mar¬ 
keted the rifle used to kill 20 
children and six educators 
at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in 2012, a divided 
Connecticut Supreme 
Court ruled Thursday. 

Gun control advocates 
touted the ruling as provid¬ 
ing a possible roadmap for 
victims of other mass shoot¬ 
ings to circumvent a long- 
criticized federal law that 
shields gun manufacturers 
from liability in most cases 
when their products are 
used in crimes. Gun rights 
supporters bashed the de¬ 
cision as judicial activism 
and overreach. 

In a 4-3 decision, justices re¬ 
instated a wrongful death 


lawsuit against Remington 
and overturned the ruling 
of a lowercourt judge, who 
said the entire lawsuit was 
prohibited by the 2005 fed¬ 
eral law. The majority said 
that while most of the law¬ 
suit's claims were barred by 
the federal law, Remington 
could still be sued for al¬ 
leged wrongful marketing 
underConnecticut law. 
"The regulation of adver¬ 
tising that threatens the 
public's health, safety, and 
morals has long been con¬ 
sidered a core exercise of 
the states' police powers," 
Justice Richard Palmer 
wrote forthe majority, add¬ 
ing he didn't believe Con¬ 
gress envisioned complete 
immunity for gun-makers.

Several lawsuits over mass 
shootings in other states 
have been rejected be¬ 
cause of the federal law. 
The plaintiffs in Connecticut 
include a survivor and rela¬ 
tives of nine people killed in 
the massacre. 

They argue the Bushmas- 
ter AR-15-style rifle used by 
Newtown shooter Adam 
Lanza is too dangerous for 


the public and Remington 
glorified the weapon in 
marketing it to young peo¬ 
ple, including those with 
mental illness. 

Remington, based in Madi¬ 
son, North Carolina, has 
denied wrongdoing and 
previously insisted it can't 
be sued because of the 
2005law, called the Protec¬ 
tion of Lawful Commerce 
in Anris Act. A Remington 
spokesman said Thursday

the company had no com¬ 
ment on the court oiling. 
"We have no timeline for 
anycommentsto be made 
on the subject," spokes¬ 
man Eric Suarez wrote in 
an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. James Vogts, 
a lawyer for Remington, 
has cited the 2005 federal 
la w a nd p revio usly sa id the 
Bushmaster rifle is a legal 
firearm used by millions of 
people for hunting, self-de¬ 


fense and target shooting. 
Lanza, 20, shot his way into 
the locked school in New¬ 
town on Dec. 14, 2012, and 
killed 20 first-graders and six 
educators with a Bushmas¬ 
ter XM15-E2S rifle, simila r to 
a n AR-15. He shot his moth¬ 
er to death in their New¬ 
town home beforehand, 
and killed himself as police 
arrived at the school. 
Connecticut's child advo¬ 
cate said Lanza's severe 
and deteriorating mental 
health problems, his preoc¬ 
cupation with violence and 
access to his mother's legal 
weapons "proved a recipe 
for mass murder." 

Nicole Hockley, whose 
6-year-old son Dylan died 
in the shooting, said Thurs- 
daythata main goal ofthe 
lawsuit isto stop Remington 
and othergun makersfrom 
gearing their advertising to¬ 
ward troubled young men. 
'We have always said our 
case is a bout reckless sales 
and marketing to disturbed 
youth," Hockley said. 'We 
wanted our day in court. 
This is a step forward to 
ensure that manufactur¬ 
ers like Remington are not 
allowed to keep targeting 
people who are at risk." A 
gun industry group, the Na¬ 
tional Shooting Sports Foun¬ 
dation, which happens to 


be based in Newtown, said 
the state Supreme Court 
ruling wasan "overly broad 
interpretation"of an excep¬ 
tion to the 2005federal law. 
'The majority's decision to¬ 
day isatoddswith all other 
state and federal appel¬ 
late courts that have inter¬ 
preted the scope of the 
exception," the group said 
in a statement, adding it 
"respectfully disagrees with 
and is disappointed by the 
court's majority decision." 

A spokeswoman for the 
National Rifle Association 
declined to comment. 

J oshua Koskoff, a lawyerfor 
the plaintiffs, has said the 
Bushmaster rifle and other 
AR-15-style rifles were de¬ 
signed as military killing ma¬ 
chines and should never 
have been sold to the pub¬ 
lic. He accuses Remington 
of targeting younger, at-risk 
males through "militaristic 
marketing and astute prod¬ 
uct placement in violent 
first-person shooter games" 
'The families' goal has al¬ 
ways been to shed light 
on Remington's calculated 
and profit-driven strategy 
to expand the AR-15 mar¬ 
ket and court high-risk us¬ 
ers, all at the expense of 
Americans' safety," Koskoff 
said Thursday.

"Today's decision is a criti¬ 
cal step toward achieving 
that goal." 

The lawsuit seeks undis¬ 
closed damages. 
Military-style rifles have 
been used in many other 
mass shootings, including in 
Las Vegas in October 2017 
when 58 people were killed 
and hundredsmore injured. 
The case was watched by 
gun rights supporters and 
gun control advocates 
across the country as one 
thatcould affect other cas¬ 
es accusing gun-makers of 
being responsible for mass 
shootings Several groups, 
ranging from the NRA to 
emergency room doc¬ 
tors, su b m itte d b riefs to the 
court. 

The 2005 federal law has 
been cited by other courts 
that rejected lawsuits 
against gun makers and 
dealers in other high-profile 
shooting attacks, including 
the 2012 Colorado movie 
theater shooting and the 
Washington, D.C., sniper 
shootings in 2002. 

Robert J. Spitzer, chair¬ 
man of political science 


at the State University of 
New York at Cortland and 
an expert on guns and the 
Second Amendment, said 
the Connecticut ruling runs 
counterto the 2005federal 
law. Even though the court 
allowed the case to pro¬ 
ceed, he said, there still be 
a very high barforsuccess- 
fully suing Remington. 

‘The likelihood they'll suc¬ 
ceed is small," he said. 

Still, allowing the lawsuit to 
move forward means that 
there will be an opportunity 
for discovery that would 
unearth company docu¬ 
ments that could be em¬ 
barrassing for Remington. 
Since gunmakers have in 
recent history been shield¬ 
ed from litigation, com¬ 
pany officials may have 
felt emboldened to openly 
discuss tactics, marketing 
strategiesand otherreveal- 
ing details about business 
dealings 

Remington filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy reorganization last 
year amid years of slump¬ 
ing sales and legal and 
financial pressure over 
the Sandy Hook school 
massacre.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump on 
Thursday sharply criticized 
Britain's handling of nego¬ 
tiations over leaving the 
European Union, saying the 
talks have been bungled 
and that the debate was 
dividing the country. 

"I'm surprised at how badly 
it's aII gone from the stand¬ 
point of a negotiation," he 
said. 

Trump, who holds himself 
up as a master deal-mak¬ 
er, said he had given Prime 
Minister Theresa May his 
ideason how she could ne¬ 
gotiate a successful deal 
for leaving the 28-member 
group of nations But "she 
didn't listen to that and 
that's fine. I mean she's got 
to do what she's got to do," 
he said at the White House 
as he welcomed Irish Prime 
Minister Leo Varadkar for 
an early St. Patrick's Day 
celebration. 

"I think it could have been 
negotiated in a different 


manner, frankly," Trump 
said. "I hate to see it being, 
everything being ripped 
apart right now." 

Trump spoke hours before 
British lawmakers voted 
to delay Brexit for at least 
three months Britain's exit 
from the EU had been 
scheduled for March 29. 
The motion commits May's 
government to seek an ex¬ 
tension until June 30 if Par¬ 
liament approves a U.K.-EU 
withdrawal deal nextweek. 
Trump predicted later 
Thursday that the situation 
eventually would work it¬ 
self out. The president said 
he and Varadkar discussed 
the issue during their Oval 
Office meeting. Varadkar 
opposes Britain's EU exit 
and expressed concern 
about how such a move 
would affect Northern Ire¬ 
land. 

'We talked about Brexit, 
something that'stuming out 
to be a little more complex 
than they thought it would 
be," Trump said at an an¬ 
nual Capitol Hill luncheon 
for the Irish hosted by the 
House speaker. "But it'll all 
work out. Everything does 
One way or the other, it's 
going to workout." 
Varadkar was returning 
to the White House for an 
evening reception and the 
presentation of a bowl of 
shamrocks to Trump. The 
openly gay prime minister 
and his partner, Matthew 
Barnett, started the day 
as the breakfast guests of 
Vice President Mike Pence, 
a conservative Christian 
who opposesgay rights.O

Wet winter ends California drought after 376 straight weeks 


IDS ANGELES (AP) — Cali¬ 
fornia is free of drought for 
the first time in more than 
seven years and only a 
small amount of its territory 
remains abnormally dry 
as a very wet winter winds 
down, experts said Thurs¬ 
day. 

More than 93 percent of 
the state is free of drought 
or dryness, and areas of 
abnormal dryness along 
the Oregon border and in 
partsoffoursouthem coun¬ 
ties amount to less than 7 
percent of the state, the 
U.S. Drought Monitorsaid in 
its weekly update. 

The conditions in the far 
south are because of very 
dry prior years, the moni¬ 
tor said, noting reservoirs in 
San Diego County are at 
only 65 percent of capac¬ 
ity. Abnormal dryness de¬ 
scribes an area either en¬ 
tering drought or emerging 
from it, but below the four 
tiers of drought. 

California is drought-free 
forthe first time since Dec. 
20, 2011, said the National 
Drought Mitigation Center 
at the University of Nebras- 
ka-Lincoln, which jointly 
produces the monitor with 
the U.S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture and the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 


Administration. 

'The state had experienced 
some form of drought for 
376 consecutive weeks," 
the centertweeted. 

The state came close to be¬ 
ing drought-free in soggy 
2017 when it was whittled 
down to lessthan 9 percent 
of the state and then-Gov. 
Jerry Brown lifted an emer¬ 
gency declaration intend¬ 
ed to conserve water. 

But since then paltry pre¬ 
cipitation had raised con¬ 
cern about the water sup¬ 
ply and a rethinking of how 
it is used, especially for 
landscaping. 

The change this year has 
been dramatic. On Jan. 1, 
more than 75 percent of 
California wasin some level 
of drought and less than 8 
percent was entirely free. 
Storms since have been 
a boon to water supplies 
as well as skiers and snow- 
boarders as the snowpack 
deepened in the Siena Ne¬ 
vada and in other ranges, 
but they have also brought 
problems including river 
flooding that swamped 
much of the Sonoma 
County wine country town 
of Guemeville.

Reputed Gambino crime boss shot to death in NewYoikCHy

NEW YORK (AP) — The re¬ 
puted boss of New York's 
Gambino crime family was 
shot to death in front of his 
home by a gunman who 
may have staged a carac- 
cident to lure him outside, 
dying a virtual unknown 
compared with his swag¬ 
gering 1980s-era predeces¬ 
sor, J ohn Gotti. 

Police said Thursday they 
were reviewing surveil¬ 
lance-camera video of 
the attack on Frances¬ 
co "Franky Boy" Cali, 53, 
who was gunned down 
Wednesday nig ht a this red¬ 
brick colonial-style house in 
a quiet Staten Island neigh¬ 
borhood. The assailant 
sped off in a pickup truck, 
police said. No immediate 
arrestswere made. 

The motive for the attack 
was under investigation, 
police said. Chief of Detec¬ 
tives Dermot Shea said it 
was still an open question 
whether it was a mob hit. 
Aggressive federal prose¬ 
cutions in the past 25 years 
decimated the ranks of 
New York's five Mafia fami¬ 
lies The cases resulted in 
long prison terms for their 
bosses — Gotti included 
— and encouraged their 
successors to keep a lower 
profile. 

But the new generation 
still engages in old-school 
crimes — loansharking, 
gambling, extortion — that 
can make enemies and 
spark bloodshed. 

Shea said there has been 
a slight uptick in alleged 
mob-related violence in 
New York within the last 
year. But he said it is too 
soon to say whether that 


had anything to do with 
Cali's slaying. 

The mobsteremerged from 
his home around 9:15 p.m. 
after the gunman backed 
his pickup into Cali's Cadil¬ 
lac SUV, damaging it, ac¬ 
cording to police. 'With 
what we know at this point 
in time, it's quite possible 
that was part of a plan," 
Shea said. 

Video showed the assail¬ 
ant pulling a 9 mm hand¬ 
gun and opening fire on 
Cali about a minute after 
they started talking, ac¬ 
cording to Shea. At least 12 
shots were fired. After get¬ 
ting shot several times, Cali 
tried to crawl under his SUV 
to hide, Shea said. 

Federal prosecutors re¬ 
ferred to Cali in court fil¬ 
ings in recent years as the 
underboss of the Mafia's 
Gambino family, once one 
of the most powerful and 
feared crime organizations 


in the country. News ac¬ 
counts since 2015 said he 
had ascended to the top 
spot. 

The last Mafia boss to be 
rubbed out in New York 
City was Gambino don 
"Big Paul" Castellano, as¬ 
sassinated at Gotti's direc¬ 
tion while getting out of a 
black limousine outside a 
high-end Manhattan steak- 
house in 1985. Gotti then 
took control of the family. 
'We thought those days 
were over," Mayor Bill de 
Blasio said of Cali's slaying. 
'Very surprising, but I guess 
old ha bits die hard." 

JerryCapeci,a mob expert 
who writes for the gang- 
la ndnews.com website, 
cautioned that the killing 
"doesn't have the feel" of a 
Mafia-sanctioned hit. 

"Frank Cali was a pretty lik¬ 
able guy, and also this is 
not a way the mob would 
kill one of their own," he 


said, arguing that the Ma¬ 
fia would frown on killing 
someone in front of his 
home. He also said there 
was some uncertainty 
about whether Cali was 
the boss or underboss. 

Cali kept a much lower 
profile than Gotti and was 
killed in far less spectacular 
fashion than Castellano. 
He wa s shot o n a tree-lined 
street in one of New York 
City's less-glamorous outer 
boroughs, a shortwalkfrom 
ball fields, a country club 
and a day camp. 

Gotti, with his expensive 
double-breasted suits 
and overcoats and silvery 
swept-back hair, became 
known asthe Dapper Don, 
his smiling face all over the 
tabloids As prosecutors 
tried and failed to bring 
him down, he came to be 
called the Teflon Don. 

In 1992, Gotti was convict¬ 
ed in Castellano's murder 


and a multitude of other 
crimes. He was sentenced 
to life in prison and died of 
cancer in 2002. 

On Wednesday, hours be¬ 
fore Cali was killed, the re¬ 
puted boss and consigliere 
of the Bonanno crime 
family were acquitted in 
a Brooklyn racketeering 
and extortion case. In Oc¬ 
tober, reputed Bonanno 
associate Sylvester Zbttola 
was fatally shot while wait¬ 
ing for a cup of coffee at 
a McDonald's drive-thru in 
the Bronx. Also this week, 
prosecutors in Brooklyn an¬ 
nounced a case against 
a Gambino associate ac¬ 
cused of killing a suspected 
loanshark affiliated with the 
Lucchese crime family. 

Last week, the longtime 
bossofthe Colombo crime 
family, 85-year-old Car¬ 
mine 'the Snake" Persico, 
died at a North Carolina 
hospital near the federal 
prison where he had been 
serving whatwaseffective- 
ly a life sentence. Persico 
was convicted in a 1986 
case overseen by then-U.S. 
Attorney Rudy Giuliani. 
Cali's only mob-related 
criminal conviction came 
a decade ago, when he 
pleaded guilty in an extor¬ 
tion scheme involving a 
failed attempt to build a 
NASCAR track on Staten Is¬ 
land. He wassentenced to 
16 months behind bars and 
was released in 2009. 

In that case, authorities in¬ 
tercepted conversations 
shedding light on his quiet 
underworld command. At 
a 2008 bail hearing, a pros¬ 
ecutor said Cali was seen 
"asa man of influence and 
power by organized crime 
members in Italy.'O

NYC mayor Extend shoreline 
to protect city from storms

NBA/YORK(AP) — New York 
City MayorBill de Blasio an¬ 
nounced a plan Thursday 
to meet the "existential 
threat" of climate change 
by extending a section 
of the lower Manhattan 
coastline as much as 500 
feet (152 meters) into the 
East River. 

The Democratic mayor 
said the $10 billion effort to 
protect lower Manhattan 
from flooding by extend¬ 
ing the shoreline between 
the Brooklyn Bridge and 
the Battery will be funded 
partly by private develop¬ 
ment if federal funds are 
not available. 

"If there's federal money 
in play it probably looks 
one way," de Blasio said. 
"If there's not federal mon¬ 
ey in play, we have to get 
some private money into it 
and there has to be some 
development." 

Officials have been devel¬ 
oping schemes to fortify 
New York City's waterfront 
since Superstorm Sandy 
destroyed thousands of 
homes and businesses in 
2012 . 

De Blasio said it will cost 
about $500 million to for¬ 
tify most of lower Manhat¬ 
tan from future effects of 
climate change, including 
rising sea levels and intense 
precipitation, with grassy 
berms and removable bar¬ 
riers. 

But planners determined 
that protecting the lowest- 
lying area, including South 
Street Seaport and the fi¬ 
nancial district, will require 
adding more land over 
several years. 

De Blasio, who is contem¬ 
plating joining the crowd¬ 
ed field of 2020 Democrat¬ 


ic presidential candidates, 
said the $10 billion landfill 
project should be support¬ 
ed by federal funds, but 
that's unlikely to happen 
during the administration of 
Republican President Don¬ 
ald Trump. 

"Lower Manhattan is one 
of the core centers of the 
American economy," he 
said. "It's where the finan¬ 
cial capital of the United 
states is. The security of low¬ 
er Manhattan should be a 
national priority. The fact is 
it is not. And it's incompre¬ 
hensible to me that there's 
no sense of urgency from 
the federal government." 
He added, "We can't af¬ 
ford to bury ourhead in the 
sand and that's right now 
what our federal govern¬ 
ment isdoing." 

The plan to extend the 
coastline will go through 
the city's environmental 
review process, de Blasio 
said, but he hopesto avoid 
'the endless dragging on 
that usually accompanies 
something of this scale." 

But the prospect of private 
development on the newly 
built land is sure to meet 
resistance from downtown 
Manhattan community 
members. 

City Council member Mar¬ 
garet Chin, who represents 
the area, said the more 
resilient future "cannot be 
paid for by private real 
estate development that 
would destroy the water¬ 
front neighborhoods that 
we are trying to protect." 
De Blasio announced the 
climate resilience plan at 
a news conference after 
previewing it in New York 
magazine . 

He said a study undertaken 
by hisoffice and others has 
determined that if the city 
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does not prepare for cli¬ 
mate change, rising seas 
will expose 20 percent of 
lower Manhattan to daily 
flooding by 2100. 

'Thisisthe existential threat," 
de Blasiko said. 'This is the 
core issue we all must face 
as aggressively as humanly 
possible.'□

By J ILL LAWLESS 
Associated ness 
LONDON (AP) — British law¬ 
makers a re trying to put the 
brakes on Brexit — at least 
for now. "fhe U.K. Parlia¬ 
ment voted Thursday 413 
to 202 to ask the European 
Union to delay the U.K.'sexit 
from the bloc beyond the 
scheduled date of March 
29. 

The vote comesa day after 
U.K. lawmakers committed 
Britain to staying in the EU 
unlessa divorce deal is rati¬ 
fied. With the approaching 
deadline intensifying fears 
that Britain could leave the 
bloc without a deal — a 
move that economists say 
could spark economic tur¬ 
moil — the U.K. Parliament 
voted Wednesday to rule 
out the possibility of a no¬ 
deal Brexit. 

However, the final say on 
whether to grant Britain a 
delay rests with leaders of 
the 27 remaining EU na¬ 
tions.

If it is defeated again, May 
says Britain will have to seek 


a long extension, with the 
risk that opponents of Brexit 
will use that time to soften 
the terms of departure or 
even overturn Britain's deci¬ 
sion to leave.

A Brexit extension requires 
approval from all 27 re¬ 
maining EU member coun¬ 
tries.

May is unwilling to aban¬ 
don her hard-won divorce 
deal with the EU, which sets 


out the terms of Britain's 
withdrawal and the outline 
of future relations with the 
bloc. 

Her Conservative govern¬ 
ment is holding talks with its 
Northern Irish political allies 
and pro-Brexit backbench 
lawmakersto see if they will 
abandon their opposition 
to a deal they fear keeps 
Britain too closely tied to 
the bloc.

PARIS (AP) — France 
doesn't see an unusually 
large number of aviation 
disasters, butitsplane crash 
investigators are world fa¬ 
mous. 

The French air accident 
investigation authority, 
known by its French acro¬ 
nym BEA, is now handling 
the analysis of the flight re¬ 
corders from the Ethiopian 
Airlines jet that crashed af- 
terta keoff ea rlierthis week, 
killing 157 people. 

Ethiopian authorities want¬ 
ed European investigators 
to handle the analysis be¬ 
cause of its complexity, ac¬ 
cording to BEA spokesman 
Sebastien Barthe. They 
initially asked Germany, 
which said it didn't have 
the necessary capacity to 
take it on, so then the Ethi¬ 
opians turned to France, 


Barthe told The Associated 
Press. 

And the BEA said yes. 

The French agency, based 
in the Paris suburb of Le 
Bourget, has extensive ex¬ 
perience in investigating 
crashes and other inci¬ 
dents involving commer- 
c ia I flig hts. The BEA nota b ly 
helps with investigations in 
countries without the re¬ 
sources or equipment to 
analyze the flight record¬ 
ers, often called the black 
boxes. 

BEA investigators are also 
often called upon when an 
Airbusplane hasa problem 
anywhere in the world, be¬ 
cause the aviation manu¬ 
facturer is based in France. 
This time the plane was 
a Boeing, whose popular 
737 Max 8 model has been 
grounded or barred from 
airspace in more than 40 
countries pending investi¬ 


gation into what caused 
Sunday'scrash. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board in the U.S., 
where Boeing is based, 
said it will send three inves¬ 
tigators to France to help 
download and analyze the 
flight recorders. NT5B inves¬ 


tigators have also been 
sent to Ethiopia to help with 
the investigation. 

Aviation safety experts say 
it's standard procedure for 
the country where a crash 
occurred to lead the inves¬ 
tigation and decide where 
the flight data and voice 


recorders will be analyzed. 
Smaller countries, like Ethio¬ 
pia, don't have the equip¬ 
ment to read damaged 
recorders, so they get to 
choose where they want 
that done. In this case, Ethi¬ 
opia picked France, but 
not the U.S., which certified 
the airworthiness of the 737 
Max jets. 

Peter Goelz, a former man¬ 
aging director of the N75B 
who is now an aviation 
consultant, said Ethiopian 
investigators likely avoided 
sending the data to the U.S. 
because its Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration certi¬ 
fied the airworthiness of the 
Max and hasa relationship 
with manufacturer Boeing. 
The FAA's reluctance to 
ground the planes when 
most of the world already 
had done so might also 
have played a role, Goelz 
added. □

France tries to contain

The ship 
was carrying about 2,200 
tons of fuel before the ac¬ 
cident, the French govern¬ 
ment minister in charge of 
the environment, Francois 
de Rugy, told BFM televi¬ 
sion Thursday. 

A French cleanup ship 
was expected in the area 
Thursday. France has also 
reached out to the Europe¬ 
an Maritime Security Agen¬ 
cy for help using satellites 
to locate leaks.Q

Manyofthe people carried 
rolls of blankets and clothes 
butcastthem aside asthey 
made their way up the hill. 
Women carried babies as 
children slowly made their 
way up the rocky terrain. 
Most of the men appeared 
to be wounded, with many 
limping or walking with 


crutches, and they carried 
little aside from water bot¬ 
tles Women were weight¬ 
ed down with duffel and 
plastic bags, and children 
holding onto their arms 


or to the black robes they 
wore. 

The sound of sporadic gun¬ 
fire echoed off the cliff and 
U.S.-led coalition planes 
flew overhead. 


SDF spokesman Mustafa 
Bali said after an intensive 
offensive Wednesday from 
multiple fronts, "a large 
number"' of IS militants and 
their families "started to sur¬ 


render" ea riy Thursd a y. 

The U.N. said in a Wednes¬ 
day report that some 7,000 
new evacueesare expect¬ 
ed to arrive at an already 
overpopulated displaced 
people'scamp to the north 
overthe next few days. 

The SDF forces said the mili¬ 
tants took advantage of 
dusty and windy conditions 
a dayearlierto launch mul¬ 
tiple counterattacks. The 
U.S.-backed forces fought 
back, repelling the offen¬ 
sive and apparently trig¬ 
gering the latest evacua¬ 
tion. 

Windy conditions contin¬ 
ued on Thursday, and SDF 
commanders inspected 
front-line positions early in 
the day.

GENEVA (AP) — Attackson 
Ebola treatment centers in 
eastern Congo threaten 
to reverse the gains being 
made against the current 
outbreak of the deadly vi¬ 
rus, the director-general of 
the World Health Organi¬ 
zation said Thursday as a 
fourth assault on a health 
center was reported. 

Nearly 600 people have 
died from Ebola in the 
volatile region, making it 
the second most deadly 
in history. Tedros Adhanom 
Ghebreyesus, who has just 
returned from a visit to the 
affected areas in Congo, 
insisted that efforts to con¬ 
tain Ebola are succeed¬ 
ing. He said that the WHO 
hopes the outbreak will be 
brought to an end in the 
next six months. 

His optimistic assessment 
Thursday starkly contrasted 
to one offered last week 
by the head of Doctors 
Without Borders, which has 
had to pull out of two Ebola 
centers following attacks 


Eastern Congo is home to 
a myriad of armed groups, 
and the Ebola epidemic 
hasdeepened the political 
and economic grievances 
of many in the area. 


Doctors Without Borders 
said over the last several 
weeks that some 43 per¬ 
cent of new cases in the 
epicenter towns of Kat- 
wa and Butembo had no 


known links to other cases. 
Thatmeansthe vigorousef- 
forts to track the contacts 
of the sick are not entirely 
successful. 

And more than 40 percent 


of the deaths a re still taking 
place in communities rath¬ 
er than at Ebola treatment 
centers. The bodies of vic¬ 
tims are highly contagious, 
and the aid group said that 
figure shows community 
mistrust is still widespread. 
Tedros told journalists in Ge¬ 
neva that a much larger 
crisis has been averted: 
Ebola has been contained 
to eastern Congo without 
spreading across the mas¬ 
sive Central African nation 
or crossing borders into 
neighboring countries. 
"Despite the incredibly dif¬ 
ficult situation the outbreak 
has been contained in 11 
out of the 28 communi¬ 
ties that have had cases," 
Tedros said.

MOSCOW (AP) — A promi- 
nent activist from Kazakh¬ 
stan who is campaigning 
forthe release of ethnic Ka¬ 
zakhs in China says he was 
forced to sign blank docu¬ 
ments while under house 
arrest. 

Serikzhan Bilash, head of the 
advocacy group Atajurt, 
was accused of "inciting 
ethnic hatred" and placed 
under house arrest in the 
Kazakh capital of Astana 
earlier this week, although 
the charges against him 
have not been offic ia lly a n- 
nounced. 

The detention of possibly 
over a million Uighurs, Ka¬ 
zakhs and other ethnic mi¬ 
norities in Chinese intern¬ 
ment camps has raised 
acute concerns in Kazakh¬ 
stan, which heavily relies 
on trade with neighboring 
China. Bilash's group has 
been actively supporting 
relatives of those detained. 
Bilash said in an audio mes¬ 
sage relayed by his law¬ 
yer, Aiman Umanova, that 
unknown officials visited 
his place late on Wednes¬ 
day and pressured him into 
signing blankdocuments. 
"They told me that if you 
want a lenient verdict, we 


can help you," Bilash said 
in the recording. "I had to 
sign several documents 
they wanted me to, some 
of them were blank." 

Bilash did not specify what 
exactly he was forced to 
sign but said he signed an 
application to take a state- 
appointed attorney to re¬ 
place Umanova. 

Umanova told The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Thursday she 
is expected to be granted 
a visit with Bilash next week. 
A leading voice campaign¬ 
ing for ethnics Kazakhs in 
China, Bilash has tried to 
steer clear of any public 
protests that could be con¬ 
strued as criticism of the 
Kazakh government, focus¬ 
ing instead on helping the 
Kazakhstrapped in the Chi¬ 
nese internment camps. 

But the activist, who is 
originally from China's far 
western region of Xinjiang, 
has come under pressure 
from authorities in recent 
months. A court last month 
found Bilash guilty of ille¬ 
gally leading an unreg¬ 
istered organization and 
fined him the equivalent of 
$666. Shortly before being 
placed underhouse arrest, 
he reported being followed 
by unknown men. 


Bilash and hisgroup'svigor¬ 
ous campaign to shed the 
light on the plight of ethnic 
minorities in China have 
been "a thorn in the side of 
Kazakhstan's government 
since it began operating," 
says Sean Roberts, director 
of the International Devel¬ 
opment Studies Program 
at the George Washington 
University. 

Most of Atajurt's members 
are ethnic Kazakhs from 
China who were encour¬ 
aged to repatriate to Ka¬ 
zakhstan decades ago by 
President Nursultan Naz- 
a rb a ye v's government. 
Official pressure on Bilash 
and his group could back¬ 
fire at a time when the na¬ 
tion faces economic prob¬ 
lems. 

'This is all the more politi¬ 
cally dangerous at a time 
when domestic dissatis¬ 
faction about economic 
progress and social servic¬ 
es in Kazakhstan is on the 
rise and there is on-going 
discussion in the country 
about presidential succes¬ 
sion as Nazarbayev ages," 
Roberts said. 

Kazakhstan has accom¬ 
modated Beijing on sensi¬ 
tive ethnic issues in the past 
when it extradited ethnic 


Uighurs to China, but going 
after ethnic Kazakhs under 
pressure from China could 
potentially put the govern¬ 
ment in a fraught position. 
"For many ethnic Kazakh 


nationalists, suppressing 
the voices of Kazakhs at 
the bequest of the Chinese 
could be portrayed astan- 
tamount to treason," Rob¬ 
erts said. □ 


Pedestrian bridge collapses in Mumbai, 
5 killed and 36 hurt 


NEW DELHI (AP) — A pe¬ 
destrian bridge connecting 
a train station with a road 
collapsed in Mumbai on 
Thursday, killing at least five 
people and injuring more 
than 30, police said. 

Police officer Praveen 
Satpal said 36 injured peo¬ 
ple were hospitalized, some 
in serious condition. Some 
motorists who were driving 
under the bridge when it 
collapsed were among the 
injured, the Press Trust of In¬ 


dia newsagency reported. 
An audit of the bridge's 
safety was earned out last 
year, said Maharashtra 
state Education Minister 
Vinod Tawde. He told re¬ 
porters that some minor 
damage was detected 
and had notbeen repaired 
before the collapse of the 
bridge. 

Thousands of commuters 
have used the 39-year-old 
bridge daily to reach Mum¬

midst of a regional cri¬ 
sis over Venezuela and 
tough economic straits, 
the Cuban government is 
about to launch a sweep¬ 
ing makeover of its cen¬ 
trally planned, single-party 
system with dozens of new 
laws that could reshape 
everything from criminal 
justice to the market econ¬ 
omy. 

Nearly a year of debate 
and discussion ended last 
month with the approval 
of Cuba's first constitutional 
reform since 1976. Some 
observers see the new con¬ 
stitution as a merely cos¬ 
metic update aimed at 
assuring one of the world's 
last communist systems 
won't get another revamp 
until long after the passing 
of its founding fathers, now 
in their late 80s and early 
90s. Others see the poten¬ 
tial for a slow-moving but 
deep set of changes that 
will speed the moderniza¬ 
tion of Cuba'seconomical- 
ly stagnant authoritarian 


bureaucracy. 

Cuban legal experts told 
The Associated Press that 
they expect the govern¬ 
ment to send the National 
Assembly between 60 and 
80 new laws over the next 


two years to replace ones 
rendered obsolete by the 
new constitution. The as¬ 
sembly is virtually certain 
to unanimously approve all 
government proposals, asit 
hasfordecades 


"I expect to see big chang¬ 
es in Cuba with the new 
constitution," said J ulio An¬ 
tonio Fernandez, a con¬ 
stitutional law professor at 
the University of Havana. "A 
new state structure, a trans¬ 


formed political system, led 
by the Communist Party, of 
course, but different and 
confronting big challeng¬ 
es." 

One of the first changes 
will be in Cuba's political 
system. Within five months, 
the government is required 
to passa new electoral law 
that splits the roles of head 
of state and government 
between the current presi¬ 
dent and the new post of 
prime minister. A new set of 
governors will replace the 
Communist Party first sec ro¬ 
taries a s the hig hest offic ia I 
in Cuba's 15 provinces. 
While the Communist Party 
remains the only permitted 
political group, the word¬ 
ing of the new constitu¬ 
tion could allow voters to 
choose between various 
candidates rather than 
simply voting yes or no fora 
candidate pre-selected by 
a government commission, 
experts said. 

A new business law could 
create a formal role for 
small- and medium-sized 
businesses. □

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

Tearful friends, family and 
admirers gathered in Rio 
de Janeiro on Thursday to 
pay homage to a black 
city councilwoman who 
was gunned down one 
year ago in a brazen slay¬ 
ing that has sparked na¬ 
tionwide outrage. 

Marielle Franco and her 
driver, Anderson Gomes, 
were killed in central Rio 
on the evening of March 
14, 2018 while returning 
from an event focused on 
empowering young black 
women. 

Authorities this week ar¬ 
rested two former police 
officers for the murders, 
but the case continues to 
highlight deep corruption 
in Brazil and there are un¬ 
answered questions about 
who ordered the hit and 
why. 

"It is my worst nightmare to 
be participating in the mass 
paying homage to my as¬ 
sassinated daughter," said 
Franco's father, Antonio 


Francisco da Silva Neto, at 
a commemoration service. 
Vigils, lectures and protests 
were also planned for Fran¬ 
co in Stockholm, BuenosAi- 


res, Madrid, Bogota, Usbon, 
Berlin, London and several 
cities in the United States 
In Rio de Janeiro, some 
placed flowers in a line 


of vases, lit candles and 
demanded accountabil¬ 
ity with a bannerthat read 
'Justice for Marielle and 
Anderson." 


Commemorations then 
continued with a service 
at a Catholic Church in 
downtown Rio, where fol¬ 
lowers of Afro-Brazilian reli¬ 
gions wo re traditional white 
garb, sang chants, and 
held signs reading "Marielle 
is present" and "For black 
mothers." 

Franco's mother, Marinete 
da Silva, said her daugh¬ 
ter had "become a symbol 
of resistance all over the 
world." 

Many also took to the 
streets to celebrate black, 
female politicians who won 
post during October elec¬ 
tions. Several of them had 
been on Franco's staff. 
Elected in 2016, Franco 
was a memberofthe left¬ 
leaning Socialism and Lib¬ 
erty Party and was known 
for her work in shantytowns 
and her outspokenness 
against police violence, 
which disproportionately 
affects black residents 
in a country where more 
than 50 percent of people 
identify as black or mixed-

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MLB players, 
owners to 
start labor 
talks two 
years early

NEW YORK (AP) — Major 
League Baseball and its 
players agreed to an un¬ 
precedented early start 
to contract bargaining, 
a move sparked by union 
anger that raised the pos¬ 
sibility of a return to work 
stoppagesthatmarred the 
sport in the late 20th cen¬ 
tury. 

MLB and the union an¬ 
nounced modest rule 
changes Thursday, mostly 
starting in 2020 such as 
expanded rosters and a 
three-batter minimum for 
pitchers, and the com¬ 
missioner's office agreed 
to drop its push for pitch 
clocks until 2022 at the ear¬ 
liest. 

Players have been furious 
at slow free-agent markets 
during the first two offsea¬ 
sons of the collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement set to 
expire Dec. 1, 2021. The 
agreement increased the 
level of the luxury tax and 
prompted more teams to 
jettison veterans in favor 
of rebuilding with youth. 
None of the previous 11 
collective bargaining 
agreements da ting to 1966 
was overhauled in mid¬ 
agreement, except for lim¬ 
ited areas defined by the 
sides when the deal was 
signed. 

"Itremainsto be seen what 
the union'sgoing to ask for, 
whatwe're going to ask for 
and whetherwe reach an 
agreement," deputy com¬ 
missioner Dan Halem said. 
"It'sa positive sign we were 
able to reach an agree¬ 
ment with the union on rule 
changes and hopefully we 
can build on that."

(AP) — March or May, 
there is no shortage of ex¬ 
citement at The Players 
Championship. 

Tiger Woods made only 
one par on the back nine 
Thursday, revving up the 
crowd with five birdies, 
only to slow his charge with 
three mistakes 
Emilia no Grillo hit the pin on 
the island-green 17th and 
the ball nearly bounced 
into the water. One group 
later, Ryan Moore heard 
the "clink" of ball hitting pin 
on the fly and heard only 
cheers for the ninth hole- 
in-one on the 17th at TPC 
Sawgrass 

Harris English had an alba¬ 
tross 2. Kiradech Aphibam- 
rat had an 84. 

There were 23 eagles. Fifty 
players had a double bo¬ 
gey orworse. 


When the day ended, 
Keegan Bradley and Tom¬ 
my Fleetwood went dif¬ 
ferent routes to reach the 
same score and share the 
lead at 7-under65. 

Bradley got off to a fast 
start and had three putts 
for eagle, making one of 
them. Fleetwood had a 
big finish with three straight 
birdie putts of 15 feet or lon¬ 
ger. 

"If you like golf, you should 
like this golf course, really," 
Fleetwood said. "It's just 
about as fair as you're go¬ 
ing to get a test. If you hit it 
well like I did today, you're 
going to have chances 
and you can shoota score, 
and people are shooting 
scores. But you can also get 
it the other way, as soon 
as you start struggling and 
start going the other way, it 
can easily go against you. 
It's an amazing course for 
that." Woods hit a shot off a 


spectatohsankle on the first 
hole, clipped a tree off the 
tee on the second hole, 
managed to get through 
the front nine, and then 
thought he might be able 
to take advantage late in 
the afternoon as the wind 
began to die. 

He did, and then he didn't. 
A birdie was followed by 
a ball in the water on the 
par-511thfora bogey.Two 
birdies were followed by a 
shot in the rough-covered 
mounds. Two more birdies 
were followed by a missed 
par putt from 4 feet. It add¬ 
ed to a 70, the 17th time in 
18 starts at The Players he 
failed to break 70. The ex¬ 
ception was2013, when he 
last won. "I felt like I could 
have got something in the 
60s today and got off to 
not actually the best of 
starts today," Woods said. 
"I hit some bad shots ear¬ 
ly, rectified that, made a 


few adjustments, and then 
went about my business. 
And then the back nine, 
there's nine holes on the 
back nine, made one par. 
So that was interesting." 

The move from May after 
11 years to its traditional 
March spot on the calen¬ 
dar brought green, softer 
conditions and more wind 
than usual, though it was 
out of the typical May di¬ 
rection. With the rye over¬ 
seed making the moderate 
rough more predictable, 
players took aim. 

Fleetwood had only one 
birdie on the slightly easier 
back nine, and finished 
with birdie putts from 15 
feet, 30 feet a nd 18 feet. 
'You get on a run like 7, 8, 
9, and it feels great after 
that," Fleetwood said. "| ust 
one of them would feel like 
a great round, so three of 
them ... intake it." 

Byeong Hun An and Brian 


Harman were at 66, while 
Rory Mcllroy also played 
bogey-free fora 67. He was 
in a group with Moore, who 
used a 54-degree wedge 
for his ace on the 17th. 

'The group right before me, 
we were walking up 16 ... I 
think it was Grillo hit the pin 
about 2 inches above the 
cup and almost went back 
in the water," Moore said. "I 
heard mine clink and I was 
just waiting to go see where 
the ball went. And then no 
ball showed up." 

Also at 67 was Vaughn 
Taylor, who must love the 
move back to March. Tay- 
lorisamong 23 playerswho 
have competed on the 
Stadium Players Course in 
both months. He tied for 
eighth the last time it was in 
March in 2006. In the eight 
times he played in May, he 
never made the cut. 
Bradley, who a week ago 
shared the 36-hole lead 
with Fleetwood at Bay Hill, 
has only one top 10 in his 
eight trips to the TPC Saw- 
grass. 

"Early in my career, I felt 
so uncomfortable on this 
course. I really didn't play 
well here," Bradley said. "It 
didn't really enjoy ... it just 
wasn't a good fit for me. 
And then this year, I really 
enjoy the different condi¬ 
tions that we're playing in. 

I like the rough better, and 
I think it's a great time of 
yearto play here." 

Mcllroy was among those 
who approved of the cal¬ 
endar change. This was 
only the third time in 10 
starts at The Players he 
broke 70 in the first round. 

"I think the course over the 
last 10 years... it hasn't lent 
itself to aggressive play," 
Mcllroy said. "It's sort of po¬ 
sition and irons of the tee 
and really trying to plot 
your way around the golf 
course. I hit driverson holes 
today that I would never 
have hit driver the last few 
years. "I don't know if the 
course is easier or not," he 
said. "We'll see what the 
stroke average isatthe end 
of the day. But because I 
think it's playing longer, it'll 
play longer for most of the 
guys, and I think it should all 
even out. But I definitely like 
the golf course the way it is 
in March.'□

Errol Spence Jr. didn't like 
four-division champion 
Mikey Garcia describing 
him as just another oppo¬ 
nent. 

'Stop talking about your 
other opponents like I'm 
one of them," shot back 
Spence, the IBF welter- 
weig ht champion. 

When Spence and Garcia 
step into the ring Saturday 
night — at midfield in the 
massive billion-dollar home 
stadium of the favorite NFL 
team for both fighters — it 
will be a matchup of un¬ 
defeated champions, and 
two of the best pound-for- 
pound boxers. 

Garcia, the reigning WBC 
lightweight champion who 
is 39-0 with 30 knockouts, 
is moving up two weight 
classes to take on Spence, 
at 24-0 with 21 knockouts 
and fighting at home in 
North Texas for the second 
time in nine months 
"He'sgoing to find out why I 
c hose to fig ht him a nd why 
I picked this fight," Garcia 
said. "Like all of my other 
opponents, they don't see 
anything flashy, they don't 
see anything special, but 
when they get inside the 
ring, then they realize that 
I am special in a different 


way." 

Spence is defending his 
title in the 147-pound divi¬ 
sion for the third time. He 
stopped previously unde¬ 
feated challenger Carlos 
Ocampo with a first-round 
knockout at the Dallas 
Cowboys' practice facility 
in Frisco last June, not far 
from his home in Desoto. 
This title defense is a pay- 
per-view match from 
AT&amp;T Stadium, where 


the Cowboys play their 
home games and where 
the ring will be centered un- 
derthe looming 72-foot tall 
video boards that stretch 
between the 20-yard lines. 
'This is a dream come true 
fighting in my hometown," 
Spence said. 'Seeing Mikey 
Garcia's face through this 
whole training camp just 
made me more focused 
and more hungry to put on 
a great performance." 


Garcia grew up around Ox¬ 
nard, California, where the 
Cowboys hold part of their 
preseason training camp 
each year. 

Not only is Spence used 
to the heavier division, the 
29-year-old southpaw is 
about three inches taller 
and has a longer reach. 
But he doesn't think the size 
difference iswhatgiveshim 
the advantage. 

"Skill for skill, talent for talent, 


I'm more dominant than 
him in everything, in every 
aspect," Spence said. 'The 
size won't matter. I'll beat 
him in anything he wants 
to do. If he wants to box, I'll 
beat him in that. If he wa nts 
to fight, I'll beat him in that 
too. Whatever gameplan 
they've got going, it won't 
work." 

Of course, Garcia feels 
the same way going into 
the bout when he has a 
chance fora major title in 
a fifth division. That would 
put him in a select group 
with Thomas Heams, Sugar 
Ray Leonard, Oscar De La 
Hoya, Manny Pacquiao 
and Floyd MayweatherJ r. 
'This fight, getting the vic¬ 
tory, will forever leave my 
name in the history books 
of boxing. I'm here to cre¬ 
ate a legacy, I'm here to 
make history and this fight 
doesthat,"Garcia said. "No 
other fighter's doing what 
I'm doing, no other fighter 
isdaring to do what I'm do¬ 
ing. ... I'm about big chal¬ 
lenges, big obstacles, and 
just to show everybody that 
I'm the best." 

While acknowledging 
that "on paper"' Garcia is 
his toughest opponent to 
date, Spence said he won't 
know for sure until they get 
into the ring. O 


Court upholds $1.5M await! to analyst in MLB Network firing

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) — A 

New Jersey appeals court 
on Thursday upheld a $1.5 
million jury award to former 
Philadelphia Phillies pitcher 
Mitch Williams stemming 
from his firing by the MLB 
Network in 2014 over his al¬ 
leged conduct at a youth 
baseball toumament.The 
former closer, nicknamed 
'Wild Thing" for his on-field 
antics with the Phillies and 
five other major league 
teams, sued after the net¬ 
work cited a morals clause 
in his contract to terminate 
him. 

Williams, who pitched for 
the Phillies in the 1993 Wo rid 
Series, washired asan ana¬ 
lyst to a five-year contract 
with MLB Network in 2011. 
Two articles on the sports 
website Deadspin de¬ 
scribed his alleged behav¬ 


ior at a May 2014 tourna¬ 
ment in Maryland involving 
a team of 10-year-olds that 
included Williams' son. 
Williams swore at umpires 
and ordered one of his 
pitchers to throw at an op¬ 
posing batter, the articles 
claimed. Williams denied 
the allegations. 

Two umpires' accounts lat¬ 
er differed on whether Wil¬ 
liams used profanity, and 
none could be heard on 
audio and video recorded 
at the game, according 
to Thursday's ruling. Some 
witnesses who were at the 
game testified they didn't 
hear Williams tell his pitcher 
to throw at the opposing 
player. 

Afterthe articles were pub¬ 
lished, the network put Wil¬ 
liams on leave and asked 
him to sign an agreement 
saying he would refrain 


from attending or coach¬ 
ing youth games and not 
post on social media with¬ 
out the network's approval. 
Williams declined, and he 
was terminated in June 
2014. 

After a jury in Camden 
County decided in his fa¬ 
vor in 2017, the network 
appealed, arguing the 
trial judge made unfair evi¬ 
dence rulingsand erred by 
not dismissing the case be¬ 
fore it went to trial. 

The appeals court dis¬ 
agreed, writing Thursday 
that 'the trial court fairly 
dealt with the abundant 
legal and evidentiary issues 
presented by both sides — 
before, during, and after 
the trial. 

'We are satisfied the trial 
judge and the jury resolved 
the parties' disputes in this 
case fairly and soundly, 


and did so based on am¬ 
ple relevant evidence and 
general legal principles," 
the panel added.

SOLDEU, Andorra (AP) — 

Mikaela Shiffrin added 
yet another trophy to her 
record-breaking season 
at the World Cup Finals on 
Thursday. 

Unlike most of her other 
recent victories and titles, 
though, this one was unex¬ 
pected. 

Shiffrin won the World Cup 
super-G season title for her 
10th career crystal globe 
— but first in a speed disci¬ 
pline. 

"It'sspecial because I really 
never thought I could be 
in this position this season 
already in super-G," said 
Shiffrin, who had not won 
a race in the discipline be¬ 
fore thiscampaign. 

'The way that everybody 
came together and made 
this work was just amazing," 
Shiffrin said, paying tribute 
to hercoaches 'We are all 
so proud and everybody 
feels some ownership of 
this" 

Shiffrin finished fourth in the 
season-ending race, which 
was won by Viktoria Re- 
bensbung of Germany. She 
has also won three overall 
titles and six slalom titles, 
and is a strong favorite to 
add the giant slalom sea¬ 
son prize on Sunday. 
Thursday's result moved 
Shiffrin past the 2,000-point 
mark in the overall stand¬ 
ings, making her only the 
second skierto achieve the 
feat in the 53-year history 
of the World Cup afterTina 
Maze did it in 2013. 

With two races left this 
weekend, Shiffrin has 2,004 
points and cannot break 
the Slovenian standout's 
record of 2,414 — but that 
has never been a goal of 
Shiffrin's, who skipped vari¬ 
ous events this sea son. 

In fact, remarks by Maze 
back in 2013 have played 
a role in Shiffrin's decision 
not to enter a II races 
Shiffrin recalled how Maze 
came up to her after she 
had edged the Slovenian 
to the slalom title in the last 
race of the 2012-13 season, 
in which Maze had com¬ 
peted in each and every 


World Cup event. 

"She congratulated me 
and she basically said, 
'Don't do everything. It's so 
exhausting. I've completely 
lost my passion.'She looked 
at me dead straight in the 
eyes and we'd had spo¬ 
ken a little bit before that, 
but up until that point, we 
were direct competitors 
competing for the slalom 
globe,"Shiffrin said. 

"It has stuck with me, almost 
haunted me, to the point 
where I'm like, yeah, I want 
to be able to race in every¬ 
thing. I want to be able to 
win in everything. But not 
to the point where I'm go¬ 
ing to lose my passion. The 
schedule is so grueling and 
racing day in and day out 
and especially for some¬ 
body who's maybe more 
of an introverted personal¬ 
ity. I don't necessarily draw 
strength racing orfrom be¬ 
ing in that spotlight during 
races. That can be really 
tough. I totally saw it in her 
eyes" 

Shiffrin took it a s wa ming. To 
the surprise of skiing greats 
like Lindsey Vonn and Bode 
Miller, she skipped the 
downhill and combined 
events at the world cham¬ 
pionships after winning 
gold in super-G. 

Even entering the super- 
G race at this year's World 
Cup Finals was not obvious 
to her, despite leading the 
standings after triumphing 
in all three previous World 
Cup super-Gsshe compet¬ 
ed in thiscampaign. 

A week ago, Shiffrin posted 
a photo on Instagram of 
her carrying her super-G 
skis, and saying, 'Yes, these 
are my super-G skis, which 
can only mean one thing... 
take a guess??" 

Shiffrin's title chase got a 
boost because several 
races she had not entered 
were canceled, most no¬ 
tably last week in Sochi, 
where two super-Gs were 
called off because of bad 
weather. 

Shiffrin, who locked up the 
overall and the slalom titles 
weeksago, is the first wom¬ 


an since Maze six years 
ago to win discipline titles 
in a technical and a speed 
event in the same season. 
"I've dreamed a bout some¬ 
day, maybe, being able to 
win a globe in super-G but 
I really wasn't expecting it 
this season," said Shiffrin, 
who turned 24 on Wednes¬ 
day. Shiffrin sta rted the ra c e 
with a 36-point lead over 
Tina Weiratherof Liechten¬ 
stein, who won the super-G 
title the last two seasons 
Weirather posted the fast¬ 
est split times but skied out 
halfway down her run. 
Rebensburg beat Tamara 
Tippler of Austria by 0.15 
seconds to win the race, 
with Federica Brignone of 
Ita ly 0.34 behind in third. 


Shiffrin shared fourth with 
Nicole Sc hmidhofer of Aus¬ 
tria, 0.44 behind. Sc hmid¬ 
hofer finished runner-up in 
the standings, trailing the 
American by 47 points. 

The women used the same 
course as the one for the 
men's race though some 
gates were set differently. 
Dominik Paris secured the 
men's title by winning the 
season-ending race. Both 
Shiffrin and Paris won super- 
G titles at the world cham¬ 
pionships five weeks ago, 
but had not won the sea¬ 
son-long World Cup prize in 
the discipline before. 

Paris won his second race 
in as many days after also 
triumphing in Wednesday's 
downhill for his 16th ca¬ 


reer victory and first crystal 
globe. 

He extended his lead in the 
final standings to 84 points 
over Vincent Kriechmayr 
of Austria, ending a sev¬ 
en-year reign by Norway, 
which swept all super-G 
titles since 2012. 

"It's a dream come true. 
It's a lot of hard work and I 
pushed always," Paris said. 
"I was two, three times very 
close to take this but today 
it wasworking. I am so hap¬ 
py." 

Paris beat Mauro Caviezel 
of Switzerland by 0.15 
seconds to win the race. 
Kriechmayr was third, 0.44 
behind. The World Cup Fi-

Raonic beat the 19-year- 
old Serb 6-3, 6-4 on Thurs¬ 
day to reach the semifinals 
and improve to 19-4 at In¬ 
dian Wells since 2014. 
Raonic fired 13 aces 
against no double faults in 
putting away Kec manovic 
in 72 minutes on a sunny, 
windy and cool day in the 
Southern California desert. 
"Even when I was hitting the 
spots, I wasn't hitting them 
thatwell, "Raonic said of his 
serving. "Ithinkthatcan get 
better." 

Kec manovic was the first 
lucky loser to reach the 
quarterfinals at the tourna¬ 
ment since it became a 
Masters 1000 event in 1990. 
Ranked 130th in the world, 
the Serb lost in qualifying, 
but his fortune soon turned. 
Three seeded players with¬ 
drew before the tourna¬ 


ment began, clearing the 
way for Kec manovic to 
become a lucky loser and 
receive a first-round bye. 
The teenager certainly 
made the most of it. Kec- 
manovic got by three play¬ 
ers, including 30th-seeded 
Laslo Djere, in straight sets 
to set up his second meet¬ 
ing with Raonic. 

That's where Kec manovic's 
luckended. 

Raonic won 88 percent 
of his first-serve points 
and saved all three break 
chances a gainst him. 

"I knew he had nothing to 
lose, and I had to be really 
disciplined with myself,"Ra¬ 
onic said. 

In January, Raonic beat 
Kec manovic in straight sets 
on hiswayto the title at Bris¬ 
bane in J anuary. 

The string of upsets contin¬ 
ued on the women's side. 
Belinda Bencic beat fifth- 
seeded Karolina Pliskova 
6-3, 4-6, 6-3 to reach the 
semis, ensuring herretum to 
the top 20 in the rankings. 

"I wouldn't believe I win to¬ 


day again," Bencic said. 
"I'm not going to the court 
with any expectation. I'm 
just trying to play. This is the 
mentality I have, and this is 
the mentality I'm going to 


keep having." 

Bencic was pushed to 
three sets for the first time 
in four matches at the tour¬ 
nament. She was coming 
off a straight-set upset of 


defending champion and 
top-ranked Naomi Osaka 
in the fourth round. 

Pliskova raced to 4-1 lead 
before wrapping up the 
second set. In the third, she 
overcame a break point to 
hold at 2-all but only won 
one more game the rest of 
the way. "Physically, it was 
tough somehow, and the 
wind did n't help much," Plis¬ 
kova said. "So my serve was 
bad, my shots were bad." 
Bencic next plays the win¬ 
ner of Thursday's match 
between No. 8 Angelique 
Kerberand Venus Williams. 
Bencic improved to 18-3 
this year. She won her third 
career title at Dubai last 
month and her first since 
2015. The 22-year-old Swiss 
player missed five months 
in 2017 after wrist surgery.

Ordinarily, the sides would 
have started negotiations 
in March 2021. The union 
proposed majoreconomic 
changes this offseason that 
management refused to 
consider, such as expand¬ 
ing the designated hitter to 
the National League, ad¬ 
dressing service-time rules 
that affect eligibility to free 
agency and salary arbitra¬ 
tion. Also, adding provi¬ 
sions to the amateur draft 
that would make it harder 
to accumulate high draft 
picks over several sea¬ 
sons As part of the deal 
on rule changes designed 
to speed the pace of play, 
management agreed to 
broadertalks. 

"I think the common 
ground that we were able 
to find here has cracked 
open a doorto a broader 
conversion," union head 
Tony Clark said.

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Facebook says outages due to 'serverconfiguration change'

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
bookwentdown foralmost 
a full day across parts of 
North America and Europe, 
but it's still not saying exact¬ 
ly what happened. 

All the social network said 
Thursday was that the out¬ 
ages, which affected users 
and advertisers worldwide, 
resulted from a "servercon- 
figuration change." It of¬ 
fered no furtherdetails. 
Facebook and its apps 

— Instagram, Facebook 
Messenger and WhatsApp 

— started experiencing 
problems midday Wednes¬ 
day on the U.S. East Coast. 
Facebook was still having 
sporadic issues "Thursday 
morning. 

Facebook did not say how 
many users were affected 
or why the outage took so 
long to fix. In a tweet a bout 
24 hoursafterthe problems 
began, Facebook apolo¬ 
gized and thanked people 
for their patience. It didn't 
elaborate on the server 
change. 

The outage is yet another 
publicity problem for a 
company already dealing 
with privacy issues and reg¬ 
ulatory probes. 

The disruption isn't likely to 
hurtadvertisersmuch, since 


they usually pay foradsper 
click or impression. But they 
lose potential customers 
who might have seen their 
adswhenthe site and apps 
were down. Longer term, 
Facebook's reputation with 
advertisers and investors 
could be damaged, said 
Wed bush Securities man¬ 
aging directorDan Ives. 

It didn't help that it took 
Facebook so long to ex¬ 
plain what was going on, 
he said. Facebook said 
on Wednesday that the 
problem was not related 
to a "distributed denial of 
service" or DDoS attack, a 


type of attack that hackers 
use to interrupt service to a 
site, but didn't provide any 
other deta ils until Thursday. 
"In these situations a lack of 
transparency is not a good 
look," Ives said. 'The longer 
something like this lasts, the 
more questions there are." 
The disruption seemed 
spotty, with some appsand 
parts of the apps working 
for some but not others. 
While some lessactive users 
may not have noticed that 
Facebook services were 
down, other frequent users 
and advertisers keenly felt 
itsabsence. 


The Drummers Garden 
Center &amp; Floral, a 
plant store in Mankato, 
Minnesota, was unable to 
hold a live video Q&amp;A 
on Facebook that it had 
planned for weeks. Cus¬ 
tomers and employees 
were both confused. 

"I hope ourcustomersaren't 
upset that we couldn't 
communicate with them. 
We're not used to it being 
down,"said J ackie Karsten, 
the marketing coordina¬ 
tor for the store. She said 
two people called the 
store to ask if they were do¬ 
ing something wrong on 


their end. The Q&amp;A 
has been rescheduled for 
Monday — which the store 
announced in a post to its 
Facebook page. 

Many users had a ready 
outlet for their frustrations: 
Twitter. Social media pow¬ 
er user U.S. Rep. Alexan¬ 
dria Ocasio-Cortez, forex- 
ample, lamented the lack 
of Instagram Wednesday 
evening on Twitter. "Is Insta¬ 
gram still down? Be after 2 
months almost fumitureless 
in DC lam trying to take 
you all on the riveting ad¬ 
venture of getting: a chair," 
she tweeted with a smiley 
face emoji. 

Users have learned to take 
social media breakdowns 
in stride, said Tim Bajarin, 
president of consultancy 
Creative Strategies 
"People have dealt with 
these types of outages for 
some time now," he said. 
'While they are annoying, 
it has happened enough 
that a lot of people are 
now conditioned to roll 
with the punches" 

Steve J ones, a professor of 
communicationsatthe Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois at Chicago, 
said the fallout might have 
been far different if the 
outage took place ahead 
of or during a major news 
event, like an election.Q 


Facebook loses longtime product chief 
as it revamps strategy

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Facebook is losing its prod¬ 
uct c hief C hris Cox, a top- 
ranking executive who 
spent more than a decade 
at the company, just a 
weekafterCEO MarkZUck- 
erberg announced a major 


new direction for the social 
network. 

The departure, announced 
Thursday , follows ZUck- 
erberg's announcement 
that Facebook will shift its 
emphasis to private mes¬ 
saging over public shar¬ 
ing. The change reflects 
Facebook's changing au¬ 
dience and continued 


problems with serving as a 
conduit for misinformation 
and vitriol. Cox, 36, worked 
closely with zuckerberg 
through the company'sups 
and downs, having joined 
up about 20 months after 
Facebook was hatched in 
2004 in Zuckerberg's Har¬ 
vard dorm room. 

Cox "is a great guy who 
is someone who has al¬ 
ways tried to do good," 
said David Kirkpatrick, an 
author who became well 
acquainted with Cox and 
Zuckerberg while writing a 
bookabout Facebook. "My 
guessisthere wassome sort 
of disagreement. He would 
not be leaving at this chal¬ 
lenging time if there wasn't 
something else going on." 
Neither Cox norZUckerberg 
specified what led to their 


split. 

"Most all my personal highs 
and lows of the last de¬ 
cade have been tied up 
in the journey of this com¬ 
pany, with Mark, and with 
so many of you," Cox wrote 
in a post.'This place will for¬ 
ever be a part of me." 
Zuckerberg said Cox first 
mentioned he might leave 
a few years ago, but de¬ 
cided to stay on after 2016 
as evidence emerged that 
Russians had manipulated 
Facebook's services to pro¬ 
voke d isc o rd in the U.S. a nd 
influence the election won 
by President Donald Trump. 
"I will always appreciate his 
deep empathy forthe peo¬ 
ple using our services and 
the uplifting spirit he brings 
to everything he does," 
Zuckerberg said of Cox in 


his parting note. 

Uke many other longtime 
Facebook executives, Cox 
is unlikely to ever have to 
work again if he doesn't 
want to. He pocketed $310 
million in gainsfrom exercis¬ 
ing Facebookstockoptions 
from 2014 through 2017 
alone, according to the 
company's filings with se¬ 
curities regulators. 
ZUckerberg also an¬ 
nounced another de¬ 
parture — Chris Daniels, 
who had been oversee¬ 
ing Facebook's encrypted 
messaging service What¬ 
sApp. Daniels is leaving less 
than a yea rafter WhatsApp 
founderj an Koum resigned 
in an apparent dispute with 
ZUckerberg over the future 
direction ofthe widely used

Students take on college 
debt with the best of in¬ 
tentions They've been told 
that a college degree is a 
ticket to success That they 
should pursue theirdreams 
That student debt is good 
debt. 

But how do smart students 
wind up with debt they 
can't repay? Here are three 
reasons, pluswaysto avoid 
these financial traps. 
THEY'RE TOLD ITS GOOD 
DEBT 

In high school, students 
hear that they should earn 
a college degree to have 
a well-paying, successful 
career. 

"We as a society kind of 
have this compulsory high¬ 
er education," says Daniel 
T Kirsch, author of 'Sold My 
Soul for a Student Loan." 
'We're encouraging every¬ 
one to take out debt and 
calling it'good debt'." 


But student debt isn't good 
when your degree doesn't 
lead to a job that earns 
enough to repay it. 

This is the case for 36-year- 
old J ennifer Atkins of J ack- 
sonville, Florida. A first-gen¬ 
eration college student, 
she believed a university di¬ 
ploma would help her get 
ahead. 

"I had the mentality back 
then that I wasdoing whatl 
was supposed to do in life," 
says Atkins, who earned 
three degrees, including a 
master of nonprofit man¬ 
agement in 2014. 

Now, Atkins has two kids, 
over $100,000 in student 
loan debt and is unem¬ 
ployed. She quit herjob in 
2017 due to complications 
with her second pregnan¬ 
cy and hasn't found a job 
lucrative enough to justify 
paying forchild care. 
AVOID THIS TRAP Limit 
borrowing so that future 
monthly payments don't 


consume over 10 percent 
of take-home pay. By that 
standard, someone ex¬ 
pecting to earn $50,000 a 
yearcould afford a month¬ 
ly payment of about $279, 
according to NerdWallet's 
student loan affordability 
calculator. At the current 
undergraduate federal stu¬ 
dent loan interest rate of 
5.05% that payment would 
support college debt of 
about $26,000. 

THE LOANS DO N'T FEEL REAL 
Some students a re willing to 
take on large amounts of 
college debt because they 
don't connect with the re¬ 
ality that they'll eventually 
have to repay it with inter¬ 
est. This aligns with what 
behavioral economists call 
"present bias," the idea 
that people often make 
choices that benefit them 
in the shortterm and over- 
lookfuture consequences. 
Atkins remembers accept¬ 
ing student loans in small 


increments throughout 10 
years of higher educa¬ 
tion — $3,000 here, $5,000 
there. She worked through¬ 
out school, but the loans 
were crucial to making 
ends meet. 

"None of it was real to me 
back then," Atkins says "I 
had no problem clicking 


'accept' on those student 
loans." 

In hindsight, Atkins says she 
wishes she had had a man¬ 
datory career counseling 
session to walk herthrough 
the numbers and under¬ 
stand her debt in the con¬ 
text of her future eamings 
and expensesQ 


Slock edge higher in midday trading after a wobbly start

stocks were edging higher

The losses were offset partly 
bygainsin banksand tech¬ 
nology stocks.

The market had been ral¬ 
lying throughout the week 
and reclaiming some ofthe 
momentum it had in Janu¬ 
ary and February. Inves¬ 
tors have been weighing 
a mixed bag of economic 
data while keeping a close 
watch on global trade is¬ 
sues. The markets have 
mostly brushed off the cha¬ 
os surrounding Britain's exit 
the European Union, its key 
trading bloc. 

Boeing started to level off 
after falling throughout the 
week as nations and air¬ 
lines ground its newest 737s 
over safety concerns. A 


second deadly crash over 
the weekend involving its 
737 Max 8 and safety con¬ 
cerns stunted the compa¬ 
ny's stock gains. 

Investors are also still wait¬ 
ing for more details on 
trade negotiations be¬ 
tween the U.S. and China. 
Media reports had stoked 
hope that a summit would 
take place this month, but 
no concrete announce¬ 
ment hasbeen made. 
KEEPING SCORE: The Dow 
Jones Industrial Average 
rose 21 points, or 0.1 per¬ 
cent to 25,723 as of 12:40 
p.m. The S&amp;P 500 in¬ 
dex and the Nasdaq com¬ 
posite rose slightly. All three 
started the day lower and 
turned higheraround noon. 
ANALYSTS TAKE: Investors 
are still waiting for some 
more news on U.S.-China 
trade negotiations be¬ 
fore they feel comfortable 
pushing the market much 
higher, said Scott Wren, se¬ 
nior global equity strategist 
for Wells Fargo Investment 
Institute. 

Despite some softness over 
the last few weeks, the U.S. 
stock market is still consid¬ 
ered a safe haven relative 


to the rest ofthe world, he 
said. 

'We're still the lead sled 
dogshere, we're pulling the 
global economy a long,"he 
said.

DOLLAR DIP: DollarGeneral 
fell 8.4 percent after the 
company's fourth-quarter 
profit fell short of Wall Street 
forecasts. The discount- 
store operator also gave 
investors a weak full-year 
profit forecast. 
OVERSHARING: Facebook 
fell 2 percent afterthe New 
York Times reported that its 


data-sharing practices are 
now under criminal investi¬ 
gation. 

The investigation into how it 
sellsdata isthe latest in a list 
of privacy scandals the so¬ 
cial media company faces 
Its privacy practices have 
already been scrutinized 
by The FederalTrade Com¬ 
mission. The company and

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

way most of usspeaktoday 
is shaped in part by how 
long ago our ancestors 
gave up chewing tough, 
raw meat. 

It's widely known that lan¬ 
guages evolve as societ¬ 
ies develop and change, 
but the soundswe utterane 
also shaped, literally, by 
the placement of our jaw 
— and that is influenced 
by how we chew ourfood, 
re se a rc h e rs re p o rt Ih u rsd a y 
in the journal Science. 
Language study often fo¬ 
cuses on cultural factors, 
"but our work shows that 
language is also a biologi¬ 
cal phenomenon — you 
can't fully separate culture 
and bio logy,"said Balthasar 
Bickel, a linguist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Zurich and co-au- 
thorof the new study. 

The researchers analyzed 
Stone Age and modem 
skulls and created simu¬ 
lations of how different 
jaw placements allow our 
mouths to make different 
sounds They analyzed a 
database of roughly 2,000 
languages — more than a 
quarterof languages in ex¬ 


istence today — to identify 
which sounds were more 
and less frequently used, 
and where. 

Languages spoken by 
groups with hunter-gather¬ 
er societies in their more re¬ 
cent past are far less likely 
to use consonants used by 
longtime farming societies, 
the study found. 

'Our anatomy actually 


changed the types of 
sounds being incorporated 
into languages," Noreen 
von Cramon-Taubadel, an 
evolutionaryanthropologist 
at the University of Buffalo 
who was not involved in the 
study, wrote in an email. 
Before societies cultivat¬ 
ed crops and learned to 
cook food, early humans 
chewed tough raw meat 


— which was hard work on 
our jaws and teeth. Stone 
Age adult skulls don't look 
like modem skulls. These 
older skulls have upper 
and lower teeth closing di¬ 
rectly on top of each oth¬ 
er — whereas today most 
people have some degree 
of overbite, with the front 
teeth extending in front 
of bottom teeth when the 
mouth is closed. 

"If you are raised on softer 
foods, you don't have the 
same kind of wear and 
tear on your bite that your 
ancestors had, so you keep 
an overbite,"said Bickel. 
Eating softerfoods not only 
sets the jaw in a different 
fashion, but also changes 
which sounds are easily 
pronounced. In particular, 
it becomes much easier 
to say "f" and "v," which 
linguists call "labiodental" 
sounds. 

(Try it. Put your upper and 
lower incisors — or 'front 
teeth" — directly on top of 
each otherand try say 'fa¬ 
vor." It's difficult.) 

"The researchers looked 
closely at 52 languages 
from what is called the 
Indo-European language 
group — including dialects 


spoken from Iceland to In¬ 
dia — and charted how 
the "f" and "v" sounds ap¬ 
peared in a rising number 
of languages overtime. As 
more societies developed 
agriculture and traded in 
raw meat for softer fare — 
whether it's cooked meat 
and potatoes, or rice and 
stewed vegetables—these 
sounds became more 
common, the researchers 
found. 

"New sounds get intro¬ 
duced into languages, and 
then are more widely ad¬ 
opted," said Steven Moran, 
also a linguist atthe Univer¬ 
sity of Zurich and co-author 
of the paper. 

"The notion that agriculture 
shaped language was 
first suggested decades 
ago by American linguist 
ChariesHockett, but he did 
not attempt to prove it. 

Elan Dresher, a linguist at 
the University of Toronto 
who was not involved in 
the study, commended 
testing Hockett's theory, 
but said the research could 
be fine-tuned by looking at 
historical reconstructions of 
languages, rather than us¬ 
ing language databasesto 
make comparisonsO

ALPHONSE ISLAND, Sey¬ 
chelles (AP) — A British-led 
marine scientific mission off 
the Seychelles succeeded 
on Thursday in retrieving a 
key underwaterdrone from 
the sea bed, where it had 
fallen after its cable was 
cut two daysago. 

The camera-carrying drone 
is a vital piece of equip¬ 
ment forthe Nekton Mission 
scientists as they explore 
the Indian Ocean depths. 
Two recovery attempts on 
Wednesday failed. 

Pilot J immy Boesen called 
the success a welcome 
relief after two sleepless 
nights: 'The mission is 50 
percent not done if we 
didn't get it done. So it's a 
good one." 

The loss of the Remotely 
Operated Vehicle, capa¬ 
ble of reaching a depth 
of 500 meters (1,640 feet), 


had caused scientific data 
collection to stop while ef¬ 
forts foe used on its retrieval. 
The mission is on an un¬ 
precedented exploration 
of the Indian Ocean to 
document changes taking 
place beneath the waves 
that could affect billions of 
people in the surrounding 
region overthe coming de¬ 
cades 

Mission director Oliver 
Steeds was relieved that 
the mission could now con¬ 
tinue after the retrieval ef¬ 
forts had battled strong 
currents 

The mission has faced a 
number of mishaps: Bad 
weather forced a change 
of course. Fierce underwa¬ 
ter currents have buffeted 
the submersibles, aborting 
dives 

The scientists on board the 
Ocean Zephyr now hope 
theirluckhaschanged and 
that their mission to docu¬ 
ment the world's least-ex¬ 


plored ocean can kick into 
high gear. 

In a message to the mission 
on Thursday, the United 
Nations special envoy for 
the ocean, PeterThomson, 
noted the "seminal impor- 
tance"of such work. 

'The ocean is in deep trou¬ 
ble," he wrote, "largely as 
a result of continuing plan¬ 
etary warming arising from 
our greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions. We will be depend¬ 
ing on global consensuson 
scientific findings to be the 
basis of our agreements 
on solutions and actions 
necessary to reverse the 
cycle of decline in which 
the ocean's health is cur¬ 
rently caught." The Associ¬ 
ated Press is the only news 
agency working with British 
scientists from the Nekton 
research team on its deep- 
sea mission, board and 
aerial footage. The seven-

county, all crevices and 
cracks, are going to be 
coming here,"said May, 71, 
who on St. Patrick's Day of¬ 
ten sets up with his bucket 
for collecting tips in nearby 
Johnson Square.

cago, Savannah will hold 
its parade Saturday, the 
day before the traditional 
March 17 holiday.

Most of the area's 16,000 
hotel rooms are booked, 
said J oe Marinelli, president 
of Visit Savannah, the city's 
tourism bureau.

Hozier, 'Wasteland, Baby!"

For proof that Irish singer- 
songwriter Hozier has hit 
the big time, look no further 
than who he's singing with 
these days: Mavis Staples 
and BookerT. J ones. 

Their soaring song — "Nina 
Cried Power" — is a fitting 
opening to the Grammy- 
nominated artist's second 
full-length album, 'Waste¬ 
land, Baby!" It's a stunning 
14-track collection that 
proves Hozier has suffered 
no sophomore slump. 
It'sassured, unrushed, com¬ 
plex, soulful and passion¬ 
ate, with his specific Irish 
stew of R&B, rock, gospel 
and folk. It's nourishing and 
substantive, a reminder 
that enduring music is pos¬ 
sible in 2019. 

Hozier — bom Andrew 
Hozier-Byme — emerged 
in 2013 with his anthem 
against religious hypocrisy 


'Take Me to Church" and 
an excellent self-titled de¬ 
but album that mixed con¬ 
fessional lyriesand progres¬ 
sive politics. 

The new album kicks off in 
a similar vein, with Hozier, 
Jones and Staples pay¬ 
ing tribute to such activist- 
artists as Nina Simone, Bil¬ 
lie Holiday, James Brown, 
Marvin Gaye, J ohn Lennon 
and Staples herself. "It's not 
the waking, it's the rising," 
Hoziersings. 

Then it's on to his valentine 
to music itself with "Almost 
(Sweet M usic)," whic h c lev- 
eify name-drops song titles 
from the likesofDuke Elling¬ 
ton and Chet Baker. Hozier 
then segues to the bed¬ 
room with the slinky "Move¬ 
ment," dripping with desire. 
Next is the fuzzy guitar-led, 
blissed-out gem "No Plan." 
By this point it's almost too 
rich to take this Hozier meal. 
Butsuckitup, because next

Although a few of the later,

NEW YORK (AP) — Captain 
Marvel possesses super¬ 
human strength, cosmic 
a wareness and, it turns out, 
the ability to vanquish trolls. 
Marvel's 'Captain Marvel," 
the superhero factory's first 
movie fronted solely by a 
female hero, last weekend 
notched the sixth largest 
global opening ever and 
in five days of release has 
already sold $524.1 mil¬ 
lion tickets worldwide, Dis¬ 
ney said Wednesday. That 
was despite the efforts of 
a vocal minority to sabo¬ 
tage the movie's release 
in a campaign to lower 
audience scores and dis¬ 
seminate false information 
about the film's star, Brie 
Larson. 

It's a playbook borrowed 
from the political realm 
and brought into the mov¬ 
ie theater. And the movies 
that have drawn such at¬ 
tention have, more times 
than not, starred women in 
franchises previously domi¬ 
nated by males But after 
similar campaigns against 
"Ghostbusters" and 'The 
Last Jedi," Hollywood stu¬ 
dios are fighting back, as 
are sites like Rotten Toma¬ 
toes and YouTube. 

Paul Feig's 2016 female- 
led "Ghostbusters" remake, 
which Donald Trump him¬ 
self spoke out against, was 
among the first films to be 
targeted by users rating 
it lowly on sites like the In¬ 
ternet Movie Database 
(IMDb) before the film was 
even released. On You¬ 
Tube, it was the most dis¬ 
liked trailer ever. 

A similar strategy was em¬ 
ployed on Rian Johnson's 
"Star Wars Episode VII: The 
Last Jedi," which — like 
'Ghostbusters" — had, and 
continues to have, genu¬ 
ine detractors who simply 
didn't like the movie. But 
there were concerted ef¬ 
forts to amplify criticism of 
'The Last Jedi," which no¬ 
tably expanded the 'Star 
Wars" universe with new 
heroes like Laura Dem's re¬ 
sistance leader and Kelly 
Marie Tran's maintenance 
worker. Tran eventually 
deleted her Instagram ac¬ 
count after months of ha¬ 
rassment. 


So when Johnson and Feig 
saw similar attempts being 
made ahead of the re¬ 
lease of 'Captain Marvel," 
they recognized the handi¬ 
work. 

"Pretty much the new 'Cer¬ 
tified Fresh' badge," said 
Johnson , linking to an arti¬ 
cle about review bombing 
on 'Captain Marvel.""What 
a sad, sad pathetic group 
of people are who orga¬ 
nize to do things like this," 
said Feig . 

The amplified backlash¬ 
es to both 'The Last Jedi" 
(which opened strong but 
faded) and 'Ghostbusters" 
(which disappointed alto¬ 
gether) appeared to hurt 
the films' bottom lines 
But the tide may be turning. 
The same Facebookgroup 
that organized to vote 
down 'The Last Jedi" also 
went after Ryan Coogler's 
"Black Panther." That time, 
though, both Facebook 
and Rotten Tomatoes 
moved to counter the 
group, which wasremoved 
from Facebook. "Black 
Panther" became the third 
highest grossing film of all 
time domestically, not ac¬ 
counting for inflation. 

And "Captain Marvel," 
which drew a majority male 
audience (55 percent), 
similarly showed no signs of 
any ill effect. 

"If those trolls had any neg¬ 
ative impact on the box 
office, somebody point it 
out to me because I just 
don't see it," said Paul Der- 
garabedian, senior media 
analyst for Comscore. 'The 
trolls, they're not going de¬ 
rail a movie like this. For the 
fans, they love Marvel, they 
love the brand. Other than 
a terrible movie, nothing 
would dissuade the Marvel 
fans and the movie fans 
from coming out and see¬ 
ing a film." 

Marvel, whose 21 films 
have earned a combined 
$18 billion in global box 
office, is indeed about as 
unassailable as any studio 
ever has been. 'Captain 
Marvel" was also cunningly 
positioned as a need-to- 
see appetizerto "Avengers: 
Endgame," due out April 
26. 

But 'Captain Marvel"found 
itself in the crosshairs with 
some largely in response 


to Larson's advocacy for 
diversity in film and in those 
who write about it. A USC 
Annenberg Inclusion Initia¬ 
tive study last year found 
that, for the 100 top gross¬ 
ing films in 2017, 77.8 per¬ 
cent of the critics counted 
on Rotten Tomatoes were 
male and 86 percent were 
white. 

At the time of the study's 
release, Larson said: "I do 
not need a 40-year-old 
white dude to tell me what 
didn't work for him about 
'A Wrinkle in Time.'" Larson 
latersaid she, afternoticing 
that critics reviewing mov¬ 
ies "appeared to be over¬ 
whelmingly white male" 
decided to make her press 
interviews "more inclusive." 
'This film is about trying to 
put in as many little revolu¬ 
tions as possible," she told 
AV Club. "And as many lit¬ 
tle nods to what that expe¬ 
rience is like, being a wom¬ 
an, so that other people 
could feel lessalone." 
Online critics exaggerat¬ 
ed her words in videos like 
one titled "Brie Larson hates 
white men." Others said 
her character didn't smile 
enough in promotional ma¬ 
terials. Larson responded 
with a photo of giant grins 
superimposed on previous 
male Marvel heroes. 

But perhaps more impor¬ 
tantly, steps were taken to 
mitigate any troll effect on 
'Captain Marvel." Two stu¬ 
dio executives who spoke 
anonymously because 
they weren't authorized to 
speak about their about 
their anti-troll efforts, said 
they've become more ad- 
eptand prepared forcom- 
bating organized negativ¬ 
ity around a release. There 
are no more sneakattacks. 
And the avenues for ma¬ 
nipulating audience per¬ 
ception are dwindling. 
YouTube, where anti-Larson 
videos proliferated ahead 
of the film'sopening, chose 
to categorize "Brie Larson" 
as a news search, not a 
general one. The algorithm 
tweak, first initiated to com¬ 
bat conspiracy videos after 
the 2017 Las Vegas music 
festival shooting, pushed 
videos from news and en¬ 
tertainment outlets up, and 
rants like "Brie Larson is Ruin¬ 
ing Marvel!"downO

IDS ANGELES (AP) — The 

Hallmark Channel brings to 
mind holidays, happy end¬ 
ings and now, incongru¬ 
ously, a college admissions 
scam that involves one 
of the channel's favored 
actresses. Lori Loughlin's 
surprising arrest this week 
poses a challenge for the 
family-friendly brand with 
heartland roots. 

The allegation that Lough- 
lin paid bribes to gain her 
daughters' college admis¬ 
sions is unconnected to 
Hallmark, but her career 
and the channel have be¬ 
come intertwined. She's 
among its so-called 'Christ¬ 
mas queens" who topline 
a slate of popular holiday 
movies, a nd a Iso sta rs in the 
ongoing 'Garage Sale Mys¬ 
teries" movies and the se¬ 
ries "When Calls the Heart." 
"It's a feel-good, family 
values-type channel, and 
obviously scandal is the op¬ 
posite of that," said Atlan¬ 
ta-based market strategist 
Laura Ries. 'Will people get 
past that to love the char¬ 
acter on screen and not 
the real person?" 

While Hallmark has taken 
a wait-and-see attitude on 
Loughlin, there's more at 
issue tha n whether her a p- 
peal survives 'When Calls 
the Heart" tapes in Cana¬ 
da, and a judge ordered 
Loughlin's passport to be 
surrendered in December 
after grudgingly allowing 
her to cross the border for 
work until then. 

Loughlin has not yet en¬ 
tered a plea in the case, 
and her attorney declined 
comment Wednesday af¬ 
ter her first appearance in 
a LosAngelesfederalcourt. 
The actress isn't exclusive to 
Hallmark. She's reprised her 
role as Aunt Becky for Net- 
flix's "Fuller House" reboot 
of the popular series that 
originated in 1987 on ABC. 
But the sitcom represents 
a fraction of the streamer's 
flood of programs, while 
Loughlin has occupied an 
increasing amount of Hall¬ 
mark real estate since she 
starred in "Meet My Mom" 
in 2010. 

She's proved a reliable 
performer. Her 2018 holi¬ 
day movie, "Homegrown 


Christmas," was the most- 
watched non-sports cable 
program the week it aired. 
In February, the season six 
premiere of When Calls 
the Heart" was watched 
by a series-best 2.5 million 
viewers, putting it behind 
only 'The Walking Dead" 
in Sunday night cable dra¬ 
mas 

'They definitely have a for¬ 
mula and you do have to 
follow the formula. And if 
you don't, they rein you 
back in and say, 'You have 
to follow. This is our format, 
thisiswhatwe do,'" Loughlin 
said of the Christmas mov¬ 
ies last year in an interview 
with The Associated Press 
She said the rigidity chafes 
a bit but called the re¬ 
sult "heartwarming," add¬ 
ing, 'You go to bed and 
you don't have any bad 
dreams" 

The New York City native 
with a sunny smile proved 
a good fit for the channel 
that specializes in roman¬ 
tic dramas and comedies 
with a wholesome touch, 
while her media-friendly 
personality allowed her to 
expertly tout her shows on 
her website and in TV ap¬ 
pearances. 

Then came Tuesday's 
bombshell government al¬ 
legation that Loughlin and 
her husband, fashion de¬ 
signer Mossimo Giannulli, 
were among more than 30 
parents who paid a con¬ 
sultant to ensure their off¬ 


spring's place in college 
with bribes and falsified 
exams. Prosecutors allege 
the couple paid $500,000 
to have their daughters 
labeled as crew-team re¬ 
cruits at the University of 
Southern California, al¬ 
though neitherisa rower. 
Felicity Huffman ("Desper¬ 
ate Housewives," "Ameri¬ 
can Crime") was among 
other prominent parents, 
including a lawyer, doctor 
and hedge fund manager, 
indicted in the scam. 
SheriLynn DiGiovanna, 
webmaster for 'The Heart¬ 
ies" site created by 'When 
Calls the Heart" admirers, 


called Loughlin's alleged 
actions "shocking and sad" 
in an email but is standing 
by the drama and what it 
represents. 

"My personal opinion is that 
we need shows modeling 
good behavior, like 'When 
Calls the Heart" does, now 
more than ever so I won't 
stop watching. While ex¬ 
tremely saddened and dis¬ 
appointed, I separate the 
personal lives of the actors 
from the writers and pro¬ 
ducers who are bringing 
community- minded and 
family-friendly shows to TV," 
DiGiovanna said. 

Hallmark, initially silent 


when the allegations were 
announced, issued a state¬ 
ment Wednesday, the day 
Loughlin surrendered to 
authorities We are aware 
of the situation and are 
monitoring developments 
as they arise," the channel 
said. It's owned by Crown 
Media, whose parent is 
Hallmark Cards Inc., the 
Kansas City, Missouri, enter¬ 
prise started in 1910. It has 
fostered local and state ties 
and shown a resistance to 
any hint of controversy. It's 
quickly moved to respond 
to any flare-ups, such as 
removing a gift wrap from 
circulation after one per¬ 
son complained of seeing 
a swastika in its pattern.

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Cambodian genocide documented in victims' preserved c lothes

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(AP) — As a leader in the 
field of textile conservation, 
Julia Brennan has worked 
to preserve many glamor¬ 
ous and historic articles of 
clothing, from a kimono 
presented to Babe Ruth, to 
singer James Brown's jump¬ 
suit, to a British aristocrat's 
coronation gown. 

Her profession, however, 
has also brought her into 
contact with humanity's 
darkest moments, includ¬ 
ing genocides in Rwanda 
and Cambodia. 

Brennan recently began 
a project at the Tuol Sleng 
Genocide Museum in Cam¬ 
bodia’s capital, Phnom 
Penh, where the Khmer 
Rouge in the late 1970s tor¬ 
tured as many as 17,000 
men, women and children 
before killing them. The mu¬ 
seum's macabre artifacts 
include torture devices and 
displays of skulls. 

The most haunting display 
comprises photo portraits 
that were kept as part of 
the meticulous record¬ 
keeping ordered by Tuol 
Sleng's Khmer Rouge com¬ 
mander, who in 2012 was 
sentenced to life in prison 
for crimes against human¬ 
ity, murder and torture. 

But only a small amount 
of victims' clothing is dis¬ 
played; most was stowed 
away in nooks and cran¬ 
nies, untouched since the 
museum was established 
in 1980. Museum director 
Chhay Visoth felt it was ur¬ 
gent to register and pre¬ 
serve these holdings, and 
he sought Brennan’s help in 


2014. 

The 59-year-old Brennan 
was born to American par¬ 
ents in Indonesia, where 
her father was on a Jesuit 
scholarship teaching at 
universities and doing re¬ 
search. She was raised in 
northern Thailand, where 
her father worked for the 
U.S. government, and when 
he later worked on a Euro¬ 
pean Union arms control 
project in Cambodia, Bren¬ 
nan became acquainted 
with that country’s culture. 
Brennan was keenly inter¬ 
ested in the Tuol Sleng proj¬ 
ect, and the U.S. Embassy 
in Phnom Penh eventually 
gave a $55,000 grant to 
support it. 

She then began her work 
to jump-start the preserva¬ 
tion of 3,000-5,000 articles 
of prisoners' clothing and 
train Cambodian staff to 


care for them. 

Brennan worked on a simi¬ 
lar project for the past two 
years in Rwanda, where 
long-standing rivalries be¬ 
tween two tribes led to 
the killings of an estimated 
800,000 people in 1994. 
She helped to preserve 
clothing at the Nyamata 
church, where more than 
10,000 people were slaugh¬ 
tered as they sought shelter 
from marauding mobs. The 
church is now a memorial 
site, with the clothing an in¬ 
tegral part of its exhibition. 
The power of clothing in 
documenting genocide is 
widely recognized by ex¬ 
perts. The collection at the 
Auschwitz-Birkenau Me¬ 
morial and Museum in Po¬ 
land includes 390 striped 
inmates' uniforms and 246 
Jewish prayer shawls, ac¬ 
cording to Pawel Sawicki, a 
press officer for the memo¬ 
rial. 

The United States Holocaust 
Memorial Museum in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., holds a variety 
of items of clothing as well. 
One of the most striking ex¬ 
hibits is of 4,000 shoes from 
some of the victims of the 
Majdanek concentration 
camp in Poland. 

"The exhibit very simply 
shows the magnitude of 
Nazi murder while simulta¬ 
neously allowing the viewer 
to individualize the horror," 
Jane Klinger, the Holocaust 
museum's chief conserva¬ 
tor, said in an email. 


Brennan, who since 1996 
has had her own company. 
Caring for Textiles, in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., made a similar 
point during an interview at 
Tuol Sleng. 

"You're not going to neces¬ 
sarily cry or have memories 
when you see a skull, but 
when you see a skirt that's 
the same pattern as your 
mother's, then that's going 
to bring these memories 
that are so palpable, and 
this is so powerful," she said. 
Less is more in conserva¬ 
tion, according to Brennan, 
"because we want to keep 
the associated dirt and 
stains and particles as part 
of the context and informa¬ 
tion of the artifact." 

So for Tuol Sleng's artifacts, 
she said she has been 
teaching half a dozen 
Cambodian colleagues 
to photograph a piece 


to identify it for inventory, 
"then just to surface clean 
carefully with a vacuum or 
a soft brush, and then the 
dirt can be saved as part of 
the record and some of the 
surface soiling will be loos¬ 
ened." 

Treatment doesn't end 
there. In tropical places like 
Cambodia, there's a lot of 
mildew and mold as well 
as live insects to deal with. 
To try to protect the mate¬ 
rial for the long term, it is 
put into "micro climates" in 
which the relative humidity 
can be reduced. Brennan 
said she developed this 
system during her work in 
Rwanda, putting the items 
in dry storage boxes with 
desiccants, pellets normal¬ 
ly used in the agriculture 
industry. 

Kho Chenda, a 28-year-old 
staff member at Tuol Sleng, 
has taken Brennan's pres¬ 
ervation lessons to heart. 
She said what she's learned 
is vital because of the mu¬ 
seum's mission to teach the 
horrific legacy of the Khmer 
Rouge. 

"If that clothing gets too old 
and worn out, then the evi¬ 
dence it offers will be gone, 
and when you talk to the 
younger generation, they 
will not believe you," she 
said. 

Kong Kuntheary, another of 
Brennan's students, echoed 
the sentiment. 

"This clothing is really im¬ 
portant evidence, so we 
have to preserve it to make 
sure that even in 100 or 200 
years, it will not have disap¬ 
peared," said the 52-year- 
old employee of the Na¬ 
tional Museum in Phnom 
Penh.Q
